Utah and Rocky Mountain juniper NEVADA‘ UTAH
and limber pine stands growing in cinder gardens and

kipuka areas (islands of vegetation surrounded by lava)

offer habitat to woodpeckers, flycatchers, chickadees,

nuthatches, warblers, sparrows, and finches. Even the

more barren lava flows provide shelter for Mountain

Bluebird, Violet-green Swallow, and Rock Wren.
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
